The Flrsfin Years. 

Two boats of Kentucky river oan- 
nel coal arrived here yesterday 
morning, from OwBley county, 
first in many years. Along in the 
60's Frankfort drew her principal 
supply of coal from the headwaters 
of the Kentucky, and it was the best 
to be had. It is safe to say that 
there is now enough coal lying in the 



bottom of the river— the boats having 
been lost in transit -to sup- 
ply this city for years to come. In 
those days the boats were built upon 
the river banks, loaded with coal 
and brought out, as saw-logs now 
are, when a tide came. So danger- 
ous was the trip down that many 
boats went to the bottom long before 
they reached the head of slack 
water. Those which did reach here 

emptied of the coal and the lumber 
of which they were built was sold for 
a good price, and there are many 
houses standing to-day which were 
built of the same. 

The coal which arrived here yes- 
terday was bought by one of our 
local dealers, and it is likely to go off 
like hot cakes. When slack water is 
carried a little further up the river 
coal will be brought to this city out 
of the Kentucky Mountains at all 
seasons of the year and will doubtless 
again controll the market. 

Revenue Collection. 

The following are the amounts of 
internal revenue collections by 
Deputy U. S. Collector L. P. Tarlton 
during the month of March: On 
whisky $104,061.30; on tobacco, $366.60. 
For the three quarters of the fiscal 
year ending March 31st, he has col- 
lected $601,819.10. The collections 
are largely on the increase, as the 
amount paid in during the month of 
March was the largest since August, 
1889. 



O. F. C. Fire. 

About 1 o'clock Tuesday morning 
the O. F. C. Distillery was damaged 
to the extent of $400 by fire. Some 
staves placed on top of the boiler in 
the furnace room to dry, caught fire 
and commuicated the flames to the 
roof of the building. The distress 
signal was sounded from the whistle 
and the fire department took the 
steam engine down, but the flames 
were extinguished before they ar- 
rived.

Monthly Crop Report. 

Office of Commission of 
Agriculture, Horticulture 
and Statistics, 
Frankfort, Ky., March 31, 1892. 
For the purpose of comparison 
presentation, in condensed form, is 
made up from reports of correspon- 
dents from all over the State from 
more than ninety counties up to 
March 29, 1892. 

WHEAT. 

The growing crop, which is of most 
interest now to the country at large, 
is that of wheat. The prospect for a 
line crop at this time are very flatter- 
ing, not only in our own State, but 
all over the land. Through the fall 
and first part of the winter the late 
sown wheat made very slow growth, 
but through the month of March the 
growth has been very fine. The 
freeze oti the ninth inst, occuring 
about the same time of that of 1890, 
was very alarming, from the fact that 
the crop of that year was cut off 
fully one-half; but the weather being 
favorable since, and nothing unfore 
seen happens, the crop will be good— 
per cent. 92. 

RYE. 

The average is small; the prospects 
good -70 per cent. 

BARLEY. 

Has not been raised much for some 
years. The crop looks well; not 
much raised 40 per cent. 

HEMP. 

The breaking is backward on ac- 
count of unfavorable weather. The 
acreage this year year will fall 
off considerable, from the fact that 
there is no money in the crop at 
present prices. The yield was a fair 
average, the lint very good per 
cent. 60. 

MULES. 

This has been an interest of very 
great importance to our State, but 
the the trade looks very blue at 
present The very great depression 
of prices may be assignable to 
various causes, two of which are ap- 
parent. First, the very low price of 
cotton and sugar. Second, it is esti- 
mated that electricity has taken the 
placeof one hundred thousand mules, 
which were employed in streetcar 
lines in the different towns and cities 
of the United States. The number of 
two-year old mules being fed is 10,875.
